THINKS DELEGATES WiLL REVOLT. 


Oyster Bay, N. T., June 11.—With an at- 
tack on his opponents in the. ‘Repathican 
national committee and on President Taft, 
Col. Roosevelt tonight again protested 
against the course of affaire at Chicago. 

In a statement issued at Sagamore hill he 
seid Mr. Taft assumed “ that the presidency 
(a to be treated as a gift within the bestowal 
of the politicians, in defiance of the duly 
expressed wish of the people.” 

“Such conduct,“ Col. Roosevelt wrote, 
“comes dangerously near being treason to 
the whole spirit of our institutions to the 
whole spirit of democratic free government.” 

The former president laid especial stress 
on the action of the committee in seating 
the Taft delegates from the Thirteenth dis- 
trict of Indiana, notwithstanding the fact, 
he said, that the Roosevelt men were clear- 
ty im the majority in the convention which 

was called to elect these two delegates, 


People or Discredited Bossus. 

Following is the text of the statement 
given out by Col. Roosevelt: 

“The question at Chicago becomes 
clearer with every vote of the national com- 
mittee It is eimpiy whether the people have 
the ruht to nominate whomever they wish 
for the highest office in their gift, or 
whether by deliberate theft and fraud cer- 
tain machine leaders, acting in the interest 
of apecial..privilege. are to be permitted to 
Geprive the people of this right. 

By an overwhelming majority where they 
have hed the opportunity to express their 
wishes at the primaries, the plain people 
the rank and file of the Republican party— 
have repudiated Mr. Taft.

Beaten Men Trying to Rule. 

“ Massachusetts has just defeated Mr. 
Crane as a delegate to the Chicago con- 
vention. But Mr. Crane is in Chicago act- 
ing under the orders of Barnes in the steam

“ Prankiin Murphy has just been defeated 
in New Jersey as a candidate for delegate, 
and all twenty-six New Jersey delegates are 
for me. 

“But Mr. Murphy is on the national com- 
mittee at Chicago taking part in the effort 
to pack the convention against the choice 
of the Republicans of his own state. 

„Mr. Penrose has just been defeated for 
delegate in Pennsylvania. But he isa Taft 
leader on the national committee.

PUBLICITY AS A HEALTH MEASURE 
: ONTCLAIR, N. J., is a leader in the 
pure milk movement in this country. 
Here originated the certified milk 
industry. But what is much more 
important to the community at 
large, here originated many of the methods 
of improving the quality of ordinary market 
milk Most important of all, I think, Mont- 
clair originated the plan of using publicity 
as a means of pushing good milk and starv- 
ing out bad milk. 

For many years Montclair has published 
the score of each person making milk for 
that market. Any consumer could find out 
just how clean or how dirty was each dairy 
bern and just how many or how few bacteria 
were in the milk from any dairy. Their 
1911 report gives the names, addresses, and 
scores of en. Looking over 
this list I find that seven scored over 90 
and the lowest 50. ‘The scores average re- 
markably high, The average bacterial 
count for the year was 65,000, as compared 
with 91,000 for 1906. The Best average 
‘count for the year from onedairy was 11,700 
‘(the dairy having a sanitary score of 06). 
Three dairies having an average count of 
over 100,000 retired from the Montclair 
market during the year. 


— 

I quote from their 1911 report: 

“In the last report it was stated that the 
milk from four of the dealers (giving their 
names) could not be recommended, as the 
cows from which it was obtained were not 
tuberculin tested. It is a pleasure to report 
that the first two supplies (giving names) 
now conform to this requirement and the 
last two have withdrawn from this, market.“ 

‘Then follows a complete list of sanitary 

scores and bacterial counts of milk for the 
ear. 
The May, 1912, Healthologist (publicity 
organ df the Milwaukee bealth department) 
gives the name, address, and sanitary score 
of every milk dealer in Milwaukee. The 
highest score was that of Gridley, 98.5; the 
24.5. This has been the 
Milwaukee policy for more than a year. 

The May 15, 1912, report of the Montana 
state board of health gives the name, loca- 
tion, and score of each milk dealer in Hel- 
ena, Big Timber, Billings, and Forsythe. It 
also gives the scores of bake shops, confec- 
tioneries, restaurants, hotels, slaughter 
houses, and meat markets. 

A similar policy has been in vogue for sev- 
eral years in Omaha, Cincinnati, Wheeling, 
Kansas City, And several other commun 
ties. |

ter of that Riverside Taplow who spends 
so much of his time on this side of the water 
and is famous as a polo player.

Lord Charles and the Duke of Portland 
are the sons of the late Lieut. Gen. Arthur 
Cavendish-Bentinck, grandson of the third 
duke. The general was twice married. His 
son by his first. wife (daughter of Sir Vincent 
Whitshed) is the present duke. The second 
wife was a dgughter of Lord Kilmaine's 
brother, Dean Browne of Lismore. 

She was a remarkable woman and man- 
aged to win the affection of her stepson to 
such an extent that, when he was a relatively 
penniless‘ officer of the Coldstream guards 
and succeeded to the titles and estates of his 
third’ cousin, the ‘fifth Duke of Portland.

The fifth Duke of Portland was that eccen-

terminating near the lodge gates of the 
estate.

The provision for penalty for violation of the fore- 
going provisions is contained in section 720, which 
provides as follows! 

Any person, frm, or corporation who violates, 
negiects, or refuses to comply with, or who resists 
or opposes the enforcement of any of fhe provisfons 
of this chapter, where no other penalty ts provided, 
shall be fined not less than §25 nor more than $200

THE CITY PAY ROLL LINE. 

Chicago, June 9.—[Editor of The Tribune.] 
Through your valuable columns I would 
like to direct the attention of city officials 
to an abuse which exists in the city hall 
which I think could be remedied at com- 
paratively slight expense and with praiit to 
every one concerned. 

Nearly every day, and especially on days 
on which the larger of the city offices are 
paid, we see a long line of city employés who 
have secured an advance on their salary dur- 
ing the month waiting to secure the bali- 
ance due on their pay checks, which are held 
by the city treasurer as security for the 
ad vance. 

These employés are obliged to waste from 
half an hour to two hours of the city’s time 
standing ‘in line waiting for their money. 
Add to this another half hour wa%ted when 
the advance is first secured and it brings a 
total of time consumed which costs thewity 
on an average about ae dollar. 

I judge that at least 50 per cent of the city 
employés are obliged to secure an advance 
during the month—some of them more than 
one advance. 

As a remedy for this condition of affairs 
I would suggest that when making up the 
estimate of expenditures for the coming year 
provision be made to pay all salaries each 
week, or at least semi-monthly. All men who 
work by the day are at present paid weekly. 

This would eliminate à lot of work which 
fs occasioned by the present system of making 
advances and incidentally save a lot of em- 
barrassment for the employés. The result 
would be a saving for both the city and the 
employé, and the only expense involved in 
making the change would be the salaries of 
a few more pay roll clerks.

“ The revolution 1s not e separate one from 
that which made Madero president,” he said, 
But Madero betrayed the trust of the pe- 
ple after becoming president by allying him- 
self with the wealthy chars and the corpora- 
tions—what you call the trusta. At my call 
the people arose to demand what they c- 
pected from the revolution that ended in the 


Orozco Joins with the Rich. 


Oromo wee not with us then. Latar he 


joined us. Then the truets, t they would 
loge, decided to divide, half of them going to 
the ald of Orozco, who was very popular then 
I pleaded with him not to accept their serv- 
ices, but he would not listen.

Hernandez asserts the principles for which 
the present revolutionists have been fighting 
are revision of the codes and complete refor- 
mation of the whole judiciary system, prec- 
tical and general education, to include the 
children of the Indiam population, and the 
democratizing of the rural lands. 


First Revolutién Disappoints. 

“These are the things we expected from 
the first revolution,“ he said. 

The revolutionary general was indicted in 
the western district of Mexico on a charge of 
conspiring to take arms from the United 
States into Mexico. His case will be heard 
next October. He declares he wae in this 
country for diplomatic reasons only. At that 
time he was confidential agent in the United 
States for the national revolutionary gov- 
ernment of Mexico. He was for™erly secre- 
tary of state of Chihuahua. Previous to the 
first revolution he spent most of his time in 
aeroplane experimenting.

If you can manipulate a paste 
with fruit you can with practice make cherry 
paste, and that is all there is to it, as it seems 
from all that can be gathered on the subject 
But here are two old cherry pie recipes: 

Cherry Pie I.— Line a pie tin with rich crust; 
nearly fill with carefully seeded fruit, sweeten 
to taste, and sprinkle evenly with a teaspoon of 
cornstarch or a tablespoon of flour. Scatter a 
tablespoon of butter cut into small bits over the 
top. Wet edge of crust, put on upper crust, and 
press the edges closely together, taking care to 
provide holes in the center for the escape of 
the alr. 

Cherry Pie II.-—-Pick the stems out of your 
cherries and put them in an earthen crock, then 
get them in the oven until they get hot. Take 
them out and seed them. Make tarts with or 
without tops and sugar to your taste. The 
heating of the fruit gives the flavor of the 
seed, which is very rich; but the seeding of 
them while hot is not a delightful job. Made 
this way they need no water for juice 


-_— 

But cherries need little water for juice how- 
ever used, yet because of the strength of the 
juice it is almost necessary to dilute it some- 
what for sauces. It is more deifcate ao, and of 
course it is an economy. A thin sugar sirup is 
always the best medium for this dilution, 

Anybody who can make a good dumpling 
dough can make a cherry pudding or dumpling, 
and if not a dumpling. a roly poly. A cherry 
dumpling may either be made by mixing her- 
rie a good dumpling batter and steaming it or 
with good pie crust. Cut the erust into pieces 
of suitable size, fill with pitted cherries without 
sweetening, pinch crust together. and bake in 
hot oven. Serve with a sauce made of the 
juice which came out with the pits. 

Cherry Puff—OQOne and a half cups of fleur, 
one and a half teaspoons of baking powder. 
one-half teaspoon of salt, threé-fourths of 6 
cup of milk. Put a spoonful of batter in mold, 
then a spoonful of pitted cherries, then a spoon- 
ful ot batter. Cover with oiled paper and 
steam twenty minutes. Sauce: Thicken liquor 
from. cherries with a teaspoon of cornstarch 
and add a little ‘butter aud vanillsa.—Contrib-

Toledo, O., June 11.—Judge John M. Ku- 
letts, in the United States District court this 
afternoon, announced a fine of $42,000 upon 
the Hocking Valley Railway company, and 
a fine of $20,000 upon the Sunday Creek Coal 
company of Columbus, O., for violation or 
the Hepburn law relative to rebating.
